THE CITY, ITS INDUSTRIES, AND ITS FORMER 


FLOOD EXPERIENCES. 
The map printed today will give some idea of 
the extent of the flood in Gallatin County, IIli- 
nois, of which Shawneetown, now under water 


ayearago. The situation is probably now, or 
will soon be, as bad as it was at that time. The 
county has about twenty-five miles of frontage 
on the Wabash and Ohio Rivers, and 
the probable extent of the flood in this 
region can be explained by a refer 
ence to the map. It will de seen 
that the waters of the Big Wabash, supplement- 
ed by those of the Little Wabash and numerous 
branches, flow into the swollen Ohio some miles 
above Shawneetown. This vast volume of 
water on its way down is joined by the waters 
of the Saline and its many forks, and the whole 
flood has to pass through a passageway half a 
mile wide, formed by two stéep and high sand- 
stone bluffs near Caseyville, Ky. Of course, a 
large part of this great volume of water is 
forced back, and has overflowed Gallatin Coun- 
ty and the Kentucky shore opposit. The country 
which is flooded is the finest farming country 
in the State of Ulinois, and the loss on grain 
wil be very large. Last year’s flood 
destroyed 1,000,000 bushels of corn between the 
mouth of the Wabash and the mouth of the 
Saline. And the overflow brings on malarial 
troubles all through this portion of the State. 
As the drugs are under water in the towns and 
very little is heard from the outside, the physi- 
cians are unable to help even those they can 
reach, to say nothing of the unfortunates out 
of reach. | 

The foregoing map shows the situation of 
Shawneetown on the river. It is protected on 
the river-front proper by a levee, which an- 
swers every purpose in ordinary overflows. 
Above the town is aside levee a mile and a 
half in length and below it a levee two miles in 
length. Both of these side levees extend 
from the river levee back to the hills, 
and it was thought last year that these hills 
and levees would afford the town ample pro- 
tection. The levees were constructed at a cost 
of $100,000, and were built in a strong and sub- 
stantial manner. The volume of the flood of 
last year may be judged when it is stated that 


last year sixty of these were totally 
and over forty badly wrecked. The situation 
when Shawneetown is under water is indeed 
terrible, as there is no connection with the out- 
side world except that afforded by the packets 
which ply between Evansville and Cairo. The 
only refuge for the poorer people, 
houses are little cottages near the riyer, 
low hills back of the town, which afford 
fortable nooks for campers. The 
course cuts off the water-supply, and the 
ple are obliged to drink the dirty, muddy

A NIGHT OF TERROR AND AGONY. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., 18,—[{Special.}— 
The only change fh here is for the 
worse. Tuesday night proved a most terrible 
one for the smitten city. The winds blew 
fiercely, lashing the waters into a sea of billows 
that surged against the opposing buildings with 
such destructive force as to threaten the an- 
nihilation of the entire city. Those persons 
who had the hardihood to remain in their sur- 
rounded homes passed a most fearful night, 
with sleep departed, and in its stead the most 
agonizing fears. Confined in the most limited 


rage of ruin without, and realize that each roar 
of the angry forces was full of dangerous 
menace to them, the miseries of the long night 


may be faintly imagined. 


With the return of anothér sorrowful day 
the increased devastation of the raging water 
appeared in heart-sickening extent, and hun- 
dreds of unfortunate owners saw that what the 
waters had been unable to carry away the 
cruel winds had swept into the vortex of gen- 
eral ruin. Fully 200 houses have been 
destroyed or carried away by the over- 
whelming waters, while barns, stables, shops, 
and outbuildings of every character have 
contributed enormous numbers to swell the ex- 
tent of a widespread devastation. Should the 
ruin that marked the flow of the last twenty- 
four hours continue a few days longer a barren 
waste would be the only mark to show where 
an enterprising town had stood. 


THE PEOPLE LEAVING THEIR HOMES—RELIEF 
MEASURES. 


As soon as the dawn of day would permit 
many families bastened to leave the prison of 
their homes and trust for safety where the 
raging river could not reach. The proprietor 
of the Indiana House, with sixteen male board- 
ers, removed to Greendale and located in the 
carpenter-shop of Phillip Bals, where, with 
alarge increase of boarders, business is done 
on the first floor.

BUILDINGS CARRIED AWAY. 

In one locality in Germantown an entire 
square of buildings have been carried, away by 
the mad river, and still the work of ‘devasta- 
tion continues. The factory, cooper-shops, 
and lumber-yards have all suffered severe 
losses, and, although many people had scaffold- 
ed up, as they supposed, their goods and house- 
hold effects beyond the reach of the grasping 
waters, in innumerable cases the persistent foe 
has reached the coyeted prize and made them 
tributaries to its damaging power, and the total 
losses sustained will reach astonishing figures. 

GOV. PORTER'S VISIT. 

The despondency of the distressed citizens 
was dispel'ed for a time today by the arrival 
the Hon. A. G. Porter, Governor of Indiana, 
accompanied by Revenue-Collector Maj. Mo- 
Key. The kind-hearted Governor rode over 
the rough water through a pelting rain in a 
skiff with Maj. McKey, visited the court-house 
and every public building where the afflicted 
people were sheltered, and with kind words for 
all shed a little pleasure in the burdened hearts 
of the homeless, and many an eye was dimmed 
with tears at the genuine sympathy manifested 
by the feeling Governor, who had so readily 
sought to relieve them. The Governor re- 
turned with Maj. McKey to Indianapolis to- 
night, and will devote his time to alleviating 
the distress of those in need.

Lawrenceburg, the Capital town of Dearborn 
County, is one of the oldest towns in the State, 
being contemporaneous with Cincinnati, from 
which it ies twenty-one miles distant.

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 13.—[{Special.]—At 10 
o'clock tonight the Ohio River at this point was 
still rising at the rate of half an inch an ‘hour, 
the register showing seventy feet four inches in 
the channel. It has rained the greater part of 
the day, and the indications are that the storm 
will continue through tonight and tomorrow, 
possibly turning to sleet or snow tomorrow 
afternoon. Theriveris stationary at Mays- 
ville, sixty-five miles above, and at points 
further up is falling. Had it not been for the 
rain today the rise here would have ceased 
by this time, but the tributaries will 
be all filled up again. The expectation tonight 
is that the river will come to a stand before it 
reaches seventy-one feet. The water is higher 
by five feet than was ever before known. The 
prospect of snow and acold snap is not hailed 
with the delight it would have been a few days 
ago. The feeling is that the river has done its 
worst, and there is little more to fear from it, 
but cold weather will increase the suffering 
many fold. 


THE WIND. 1 
The wind during last night was pretty strong, 
and many buildings were carried from 


their fou and some of them floated 
away. Today, however, the wind, instead of 
developing into a gale as was expected, grad- 
ually died out. 

THE WATER-SUPPLY. 
There were 6,000,000 gallons of water con- 
sumed during the last twenty-four hours-——less 
than half the amount consumed the previous 
day. The pressure has been reduced in order 
to still further reduce the consumption. It is 
estimated that if no fires occur the supply of 
water in the reservoirs can be made to last 
until Sunday. A dozen fireengines are pump- 
ing water into the mains and forcing it back 
to the reservoirs—a slow method of increasing 
the supply, but one that will help some. 

STEAMERS ENDANGERED. — 

It is feared that the fleet of steamboats which 
are moored along the Cincinnati banks between 
the two bridges will break away and be smashed 
to pieces by running against the suspension 
bridge. There are a dozen of these boats, of 
an average of 1.200 tons burden. Fears have 
also been expressed for the safety of the sus- 
pension bridge, but the officers say the bridge 
is stronger than any flood. ae 
An old steamboat Captain said today that it 
takes as much water as there is in the Ohio at 
its usual stage to raise it one inch after it passes 
sixty-five feet. The fact that from fifteen to 
twenty-four inches have been added daily since 
the rise exceeded sixty-five feet is the indica- 
tion of the tremendous amount of rainfall of 
the last week. ;

THE WATERS CONTINUE TO RISE. 

Carro, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.}—The situa- 
tion has changed but little during the last 
twenty-four hours. The river is crawling 
slowly up the bank at the rate of nine inches 
in@wenty-four hours, recording at dark to- 
night forty-seven feet nine inches four feet 
three inches below last year’s highest figure. 
The rainfall of the last twenty-four hours was 
less than half an inch. The eurrent in the 
river is over six miles per hour, bearing im- 
mense quantities of drift, and this morning a 
small frame house was caught and landed just 
below the city. Evidenee of habitation was 
discovered, and within remnants of household 
utensils were visible, but nothing indicat- 
ing toss of life. A hole in the roof showed 
the probable exit of the occupants. The city 
is entirely free from seep water, something un- 
usual this time of year. It is accounted for by 
the improved sewer with watertight sluice- 
gates. The city is tull of opinions as to the 
probable figure the present freshet will mark 
on the gage, and speculation is useless, in view 
of the soft weather prevailing, and the water 
already in sight. Itis not thought, however, 
by those who wateh the reports, that it will go 
over fifty feet—two feet two inches below last 
year. It is growing colder, with prospects of a 
light freeze tonight. | 

The waters have drowned out all the river 
dives in the bank at Paducah, and surrounds 
the towg completely. Preparations were made 
there to relieve destitution in the 
city. Considerable money was raised and lib- 
eral amounts subscribed. 

The condition of the su i cities above 
Paducah is growing daily more desperate. 

Late arrivals of boats from Memphis last 
night bring no reports of suffering, and noth- 
ing but a heavy rise in the Mississippi, assisted 
by the Cumberland, Tennessee, end Wabash, 
will render the condition below equal to last 
year. A fifty-foot stage here means all bottoms 
and much high lands below under water, and a 
river from two to twenty miles wide is then to 
be nne, rendering farther rise exceedingly 
slow.

THE WABASH STEADILY. RISING AND A GREAT 
CERTALN. 

Vinceynes, Ind., Feb, 13,—[Special.}—The 
Wabash is rising all along the line, The prairies 
are overflowed, the levees are broken, and con- 
tinuous falling of rain all day indicates that 
the extremely high-water-mark of last year can 
fully be expected.

PortsmoutT#H, O., Feb. 18.—The entire city is 
under water—three-fourths of it to the house- 
tops. All of the merchants lose heavily from 
inundated stock. One-half of our citizens lose 
all their household goods. | 

The river commenced falling slowly last 
night and has dropped two inches, and our 
people are breathing freely again. Happily, 
supplies are coming in from the country and 
abroad, and a famine is being averted. 

The relief boat has today gone to Slocum's 
Station, on the branch of the C., W. & B. Rail- 
road, to obtain seyeral car-ioads of supplies and 
camp equipages sent from Columbus. 

The court-house, school buildings, and many 
of the churches that have second stories are 
sheltering one-half of the people, and the bal- 
ance are scattered about in attics and in the 
upper part of tall factories. The horsés and 
cattie have all been rescued, and are stabled 
on huge deck barges that are moored in the 
streets in the centre of the city. : 

One hundred and twenty dwelling-houses 
been carried out into the river. Over 500 more 
have been swept trom their sites and piled in 
indescribable wreck against obstructions. 

It is estimated that there are provisions 
enough on board to last forty-eight hours. 

A telegraph-wire will be stretched today, 
which will give us communication with the 
outside world.

Loss OF LIFE—THE WATER FALLING.

‘A SUSPECTED VISITOR. 

Mr. Willson and his wife lived alone together,

her husband. Mr. Willson was 72 years old, 
yet smart and active, and his wife about 83, and 
reputed to be pretty strong, notwithstanding her 
extreme age and disability. Inquiry showed 
that they had a visitor the previous night, Mr. 
Willson having purchased some meat from the 
butcher about 6 o’clock, and in doing so had 
remarked to the butcher that he wanted some- 
thing extra good, as he had a gentieman 
visiting him who was a particular friend. The 
facts as at present known tend to show that 
this ‘visitor was the murderer, and robbery the 
motive. Mr. Willson did a great deal of mon- 
ey-lending, and the purpose of the murderer 


may have been to get hold of notes as well as 


money.

A FIEND’S WORK. 

The victim’s head was a pounded mass, 
feature recognizable. The frontal bones were 
smashed in pieces and the brains beaten out, 
the murderer having evidently continued at 
his horrible work long after any life re- 
mained in the body. The paralyzed arm 
was bruised, showing the marks of several 
blows. No other bruises were found on the 
body. The most reasonable theory seemed to 
be that the murderer had attacked the woman 
with the tongs as she lay in bed; that she had 
reached for the stick at her bedside and vigor- 
ously defended herself with her sound left arm, 
probably breaking it over the murderer’s head 
in her desperate fight for life; that the mur 
derer had beaten her with the tongs u he 
smashed the handle off in pieces, and that he 
had then seized the sword and completed his 
fiéndish work. The post-mortem examination 
revealed nothing additional, simply confirming 
the foregoing facts as to the cause of death, 

THE MONEY-BOX. 

In the closet the bedroom the 
small wooden box in which the money was 
kept was found on the top ofa small bureau. 
The box was locked and the key left sticking 
in it, the contents giving no appearance of 
having been disturbed. Some papers lay in the 
bottom of the box, and on top of those were 
three $100-bills held together by a paper rib- 
bon on which was penciled, 8600.“ Four 
small tin boxes, like small mustard cans, and a 
pocket drinking-flask of tin stood in the box. 
The flask contained $20 in gold, and the other 
boxes contained silver arranged in 
dollars and  half-dollars, quarters, dimes, 
and nickels, the whole agrregating 
$58.10. About 32 in stamps was also 
found. The box also contained six Winnetka 
bonds for $500 each, and five notes dated 1877 
and 1878 for amounts aggregating $290, and 
drawn payable at one to three montns, four 
being signed by Thomas M. Thompson, and one 
by Amos S. Alexander. Other notes of a re- 
} cent date were found, aggregating $1,425, in- 
cluding one for $300 drawn on Robert Moth, of 
Winnetka.

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The noblest work of the world’s greatest 
poet was interpreted last night at Hayerly’s by 
England's foremost company of actors. The 
performance was the culminating triumph of 


_ the briluant series of plays brought out by Mr. 


Irving in this city. The euthusiasm of the vast 
audience at times broke into cheers, especially 
after Ophelia’s first exit in the mad scene, 
when the demonstration almost interrupted the 
progress of the play. , 

It was expected that Henry Irving would give 
a superb impersonation of Hamlet. The aotor's 


keen and penetrating intelligence, his sensi- 


bility so true and delicate (though never super- 
abundant, and, above all, his poetic tempera- 
ment, which flings a halo of charm over every 
work which he interprets—these high qualifica- 
s fitted him to essay that character, so 
subdtie that it is almost an ideal which men 
look upon without bope of realization. And, in- 
deed, the tragedy ot Hamiet’' is the mystic Nile 
of literature, flowing, like Egypt's fabied stream, 
through the desert places of life, reflecting 
the Sphinx of doubt and the pyramids of grand 
endeavor. It bas come to us down the y 
freighted with all the sadness of existence, wi 
all the bitterness of fate, with the gloom and 
mystery of death. 


Mr. Irving's conception of Hamlet is on a 


plane of idealism, and the st- 
_™Mosphere is one of darkness which 
deepens as melancholy into despair and 
despair closes at last in death. In the first act 
we see a Prince of a poetic temperament, of a 
chivalrous nature, plunged into grief which is 
embittered by unutterabie disgust. The first 
indications of insanity gleam in those 
luminoug dark eyes that are fixed 
On vacancy, unheedful of the pomp and 
ceremony of the Danish Court. The appear- 
ahoe of the Ghost at midnight almost shatters 
the mind that was already shaken, and here- 
after we have a genuine madman counterfeit- 
ing madness. entire disposition that Ham- 
let puts on may be distinguished from the 
flashes of real madness that break out at 


| Moments, as in the parting from Ophelia, the 


play scene before the throne, and the outburst 
‘@ the grave. After the interview with the 
Ghost Irving cries to his companion: ‘“ Hello, 
ho, ho, boy! Come bird, come!“ but in a tone 
heavy with anguish rather than in bitter rail- 
lery, as Shakspeare wrote the line. Mr. Ir- 
wing s repdition is, perhaps, the more natural, 
even if be dues not mark the decline into mad- 
hess at this point as one might desire. It may 
be said here that, as every one who has studied 
Shakspeare has an individual conception of 
Hamlet, alb cannot find their ideals realized in 
Mr. Irving’s portrayal. At the same time there 
ame few who will not admit that 
the interpretation given last night was the most 
subtle, the most barmonious, and the most 
Righly poetic that the present generation oan 
to see upon the stage. 
Mr. Irving gave the character the rare and 
beautiful touch of high-bred courtesy. At no 
moment did Hamlet cease to be the Prince 
and the gentleman. In receiving back 
his gifts’ from Ophelia, his love for 
heF’seemed to struggle with; bis logthing of 
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life and with his sense of a ble regponsibil-_ 
and the real mad peg 


ing toward the King in a triumph of delirium, 
confronts the murderer of his father. He 
Staggers to his feet as King and 
courtiers scatter in horrified amaze- 
ment; he grasps the throne convulsively 
and sinks down, still laughing and gasping in 


powers. When, in the mad scene, she lamented 
her father’s death, singing stray verses of wild 
song and laughing, the tears stood in her 
eyes, for al) the pathos of the great 
poet’s conception weighed upon her soul. 
Acting ceased to be acting and became inspira- 
tional interpretation. In the deep silence 
Ophelia went on, and, as the unutterable sor- 
row of the part unfolded itself before her, the 
tears rolled down her cheeks. It was not 


to her art. Words of admiration are poor com- 
pared to the consciousness of such an achieve- 
ment. Ellen Terry is unique among actresses 
in possessing a nervous fine 
enough, and a power of spiritual exaltation 
pure enough, to conceive the character of 
Ophelia—that character which Shakspeare 
drew in beauty too fragile to be touched save 
by poetio hands the ideal maiden of the Dan- 
ish Prince’s dreams. | 

The play was cut no more than was abso- 
lutely necessary to fitit forstage purposes. The 
only speech omitted that throws a strong light 
on Hamlet's character, as showing his vacilla- 
tion, was the one beginning; — * 


How all occasions do inform against me, 
And spur my dull revenge! 
In the play soene Mr. Irving omitted that 
verse so weird and pathetic: 
Why, let the stricken deer go weep, 
The hart ungalled play; 
For some must watch, while some must sleep; 
So runs the world away. 


The support showed the full strength of the 
Lyceum company. Mr. Mead spoke the lines 
of the Ghost with the slow elocution of the old 
school. Mr. Tyars’ fibre was hardly fine enough 
for the part of Hamlet's friend Horatio. 
Mr. Terriss was an acceptable Laertes. Mr. 
Archer did not exaggerate the of the 
grave-digger, as so many actors seem inclined 
to do. The Osric of Norman Forbes was 
a dash of bright color in the play. 
Miss Harwood did not appear as the Player 
Queen, as stated on the bill. The setting of 
the first act was good, but too much service 
was expected of such scenery as there was. 
The court-yard frame was unsuited to the in- 
terior scenes. 

A Shakspearean performance like that of last 
night, so complete in detail, so superb in act- 
ing, and so rich in poetic effect, sure- 
ly deserves a most generous acknowledgement. 
If words of admiration may seem rhapsodical 
that are spoken today of Mr. Irving’s taste as 
an artist and genius as an actor, they will be 
little beside the tribute of the future when his 
name shall have become a great memory.

PUNISHMENTS FOR THE INSANE. 

Some persons have been under the impres- 
sion that punishments fer the insane, having 
been found as unwise ag they are inhuman, 
had been abandoned. The following is taken 
from a recent number of the American Psycho- 
logical Journal: | 

„We are in receipt of a pamphlet of 194 
pages which purports to be an official diseld 
of the management of the Lunat Asylum of 
Central Kentucky. A few extracts may indi- 
cate the animus of the institution. Dr. Gale, 
the Superintendent, questioned, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

*** And I desire to say now to the Board of 
Commissioners, and to the public, through you 
reporters, that whenever an act even approach- 
ing cruelty has been detected by me, or re- 
ported to me, and has been found to be well 
founded, the perpetrator of it has not been 
allowed to remain on this place one single 
hour. H. C. was very refractory, and 
was ducked once, and she was given a bath. 
Of course, ducking, like everything else, can 
be abused; but I say that, 
ministered, the bathing of 
is very beneficial to them. 

„What about the towel-baths or muffs? 
. towel-bath is nothing more than con- 
fining the hands of the patient, and the feet, to 
keep them from kicking or striking the patient 
or patients assisting. A towel is dipped into 
water and laid over the face. It produces a 
sense of suffocation, and the patient soon 
gives up and is tractable. That remedy is used 
in every institution in the United States. 

„Lou say that, in ducking, the real ob- 
ject was to pu the patient's em, and that 
it was given as & dose of medicine? A.—I say 
that was a part of the treatment, and some-

the influences to which they felt themselves 
subject were amenable to science or not, but 
whether they were diabolical or angelic. And 
so I was obliged to give up that theory. 

** Then I examined the assertions made in be- 
half of animal magnetism, mesmerism, electro- 
biology, psycho- d le, therology, all of 
which I found to be crude names, covering a 
fact which they did not define.

FORFEITED LAND-GRANTS. 
BILLS AFFECTING TWO WESTERN ROADS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
The Committee on Public Lands is engaged in 
a heavy task, and has been sitting both in the 
forenoon and at night to push its work. The 
committee has found, however, that unless it 
can sit during the sessions of the House it will 
not be able to get through with the -great 
burden imposed upon it, inasmuch as the rep- 
resentatives of many of the land-grant roads 
desire to make elaborate arguments against 
any action by Congress. Chairman Cobb, 
therefore, brought in a resolution to- 


day, which was unanimously adopt 
ed, authorizing the committee to 
sit during the sessions of the 


House. They expect to be able to report ont 
or two more bills this week besides that relat- 
ing to the Ontonagon grant. The committee 
today decided to report the bills to forfeit the 
land grants to the Ontonagon & Brulé River 
Road and to the Marquette & Ontonagon Com- 
pany and to confirm the title of the settlers on 
the grant. The bills forfeit all the lands in 
which the settlers have interest. The fol- 
lowing are some of the facts connected with 
these roads: | 
MARQUETTE & ONTONAGON. 

The original grant for this road was by act 

of June 3, 1856, and was to aid in the construc- 


tion of a railroad from Marquette to Ontonagon. | 


The lands granted were the alternate odd-num- 


bered sections for six sections in width on each 


side of the road, with indemnity from the al- 
ternate sections within fifteen miles of the line 
of the road. The road was definitly located from 
Marquette to Ontonagon in 1859.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.— Mr. Voorhees of- 
fered a resolution, which went over till tomorrow, 
directing the Secretary of the Interior to withhold 
for the present his approval of the patents or cer- 
tificates for lands selected by the Northern Pacitic 
Railroad in lieu of others said to have been lost to 
gaid company under the act of July, 1864.

Mr. Pendleton introduced a bill to grant con-

The Senate took up the special order for the 
day—Mr. McPherson’s bill reported by Mr. Bayard 
from the Committee on Finance—to provide for 
the issue of circulating notes to National banking 
associations, and Mr. Bayard addressed the Senate 
in favor of the bill. He said the bill reported was 
entirely in the line of absolute security to holders 
of our currency. It went to assist, protect, and 
continue an absolutely safe currency. It was the 
business of Congress to maintain such punctilious 
and scrupulous regard for the public crédit that the 
fact that a bond is to be paid according to its face 
and ite terms would never be doubted by any man. 
When Congress has done that, let private specula- 
tion take up the game of profit and loss that was to 
accrue from it. Congress should have nothing to do 
with such schemes. / 

Mr. Sherman offered an amendment providing 


that if any bonds deposited should beara rate of 


annual interest higher than 3 three per cent, ad- 
ditional circulating notes should be issued equal in 
amount to one-half the interest accruing on such 
bonds betore their maturity in excessof 3 per 
cent perannum; such dmount tobe ascertained 
and stated by the Controller of the Currency the 
Ist of July of each year hereafter. Mr. Sherman 
then proceeded to address the Senate, and in the 
course of his remarks expressed the following views 
concerning the silver question: He saw no solu- 
tion of it at present. The state of public opinion 
fully represented in Congress would not allowa 
suspension of the coinage of the silver dollar nor 
the adoption bythe United States of a new ratio 
for the coinage of silver and gold accord- 
ing to the market value of these two 
precious metals. we was to 
drift along until the inevitable exportation of gold, 
its disappearance from circulation, and its conver- 
sion into an article of merchandise should reduce 
all value to the silver standard, when no doubt the 
practical good sense of our people would lead 
them to coin both metals according to their then 
value and not according to their value fifty years 
ago. He would not have alluded to the silver 
question extept that it was inevitably connected 
with banks and banking. It was already casting its 
shadow upon the future; it was rapidly, converting 
our railroad securities into bonds expressibly pay- 
able in gold coin; it was creating distrust in invest- 
ments made upon the gold basis, which sagacious 
men knew would by the failure of crops or 
banking-houses, or by some unforeseen event, 
suddenly bring us to a silver standard. The 
doubt would then arise—it had already arisen— 
whether in the adjustment of a new ratio between 
gold and silver the quantity of silver in the doilar 
would be increased or the quantity of gold would 
be reduced. One or the other would have to be 
done. As this question was decided, so would the 
nominal price and value of all lands, commodities, 
investments, securities, and currency rise or fall. 
A question so controlling as this did and would af- 
fect banks and banking in all their phases and 
forms; but Mr. Sherman believed it to be utterly 
fmpossible at this session to change the existing 
law as to the coinage of silver. We would have to 
go on coining and piling up in the Treasury vaults 
silver that we now bought at a discount 
and which we could not circulate, and which 
we must at some time sell at a distount or reduce 
all other money to the same standard. Until this 
standard was finally settled coin certificates were 
dangerous forms of currency. While all certifi- 
cates were as now treated as gold certificates, they 
would be freely taken as equivalent to each other, 
but with the first appearance of a difference in the 
market value between gold and silver coin the 
same difference would appear between gold and 
silver certificates, and the gold certificate would 
disappear from circulation and be hoarded. Mr. 
Sherman then went on to speak of the difficulty of 
maintaining the circulation of National banks be- 
cause of the rapid. payment of United States 
bonds, and entered into particulars as to the nature 
of the bonds outstanding, their prices, etc. He 
said the National-bank currency was the best in the 
world, and alluded to the fact that even in the 
darkest hours of the panic of 1873 our bonds never 
varied more than 6 or 7 ptr cent. 

In conclusion Mr. Sherman advocated his amend- 
ment. 

Mr. McPherson spoke in support of his bill. 

Then the Senate went into executive session, and 
s00n adjourned.

WHO REFUSED TO ADMIT A REPUBLICAN 


CHALLENGER. 

There was a large audience, with a fair 
sprinkling of politicians, in Judge Hawes’ 
branch of the Criminal Court yesterday to hear 
the trial of Robert Hiil and John Dunn, two 
Democratic judges of election. They are 
charged with having violated the election laws 
when they refused George Gibbs, a Republican 
challenger, admission to the polling-place in 
the Fifth Precinct of the Second Ward, at the 
spring election of 188%. Mr. Thomson ap- 
peared for the people and Frederick Mitchell 
for the defendants. 

George Gibbs, the complainant, who is an at- 
torney and a son of Dr. Gibbs, was the first 
witness. He said he demanded to be present 
at the counting of the votes, but Hill and Dunn 
told him to make himself searce,”” whereupon 
he produced a copy of the statutes and read 
the law on the subject, adding that in refusing 


the defendants made themselves liable to in- 


dictment. 

Col. G. R. Rockfeller, of the Criminal Court 
Clerk’s office, testified that he was present at 
the time. He asked Dunn for the reason of 
his unjust action, and he replied that he had 
orders from the Democratic Committee to keep 
everybody out.

FLOOD-FACTORIES. 


The Cause of Our Yearly Deluge A Les- 
son from the History af the 


Cincinnati Enquirer: If Arizona with its bar- 
ren sand-hills and thirsty gulches could be 
transported to the banks of the Ohio and su- 
persede our gardens and orchards, it would 
give us an idea of the metamorphosis which 
Italy, Greece, and Spain have suffered in the 
course of the last twenty centuries.

THE CAUSE OF WINTER FLOODS. 

In Italy, in Spain, in Southern France, the 
cause of that curse of the rainy season has 
been ascertained with absolute certainty, and 
can be illustrated bya simple experiment. 
Cover a table with a thick stratum of spongy 
moss and pour on a gallon of water. The 
water will ooze through and trickle down the 
table, but very slowly, day by day, and that 
process of filtration will continue for a 
time; four hours after the table will 
be dripping wet. Then remove the moss and 
empty the same gallon-pot on the centre of the 
table. This time the deluge will pour down in 
a quick rush, and four hours later the table will 
be as dry asif nothing had happened. ith the 
same difference of result a rain-shower acts on 
a wooded and a treeless country. The forest, 
with its network of moss and roots, adsorbs 
nine-tenths of the moisture, and yields it only 
slowly in brooks and perennial springs. A 
naked hill permits it to pour down in rapid 
deluge, brooks swell to torrente and rivers to 
seas; but in the summertime those same rivers 
shrink to shallow creeks, their headwaters in 
the treeless mountains have run dry.

Stringent ordinances should be passed prevent- 
ing people building residences below the 
„danger line.“ and that should be well and dis- 
tynctly marked. The low lands along the rivers 
and even the banks liable ever to overflow 
should be abandoned for residence purposes, 
and if this cannot be effected in any other way 
the States along and through which the rivers 
run should make stringent laws defining the 
limits of residence in all places where danger 
is to be apprehended by an unusual rise of the 
waters. Railway and other bridges should in 
all cases be built high enough to be out of 
danger. Many other precautions will probably 
be 


mitted to withdraw attention from this 
subject. 


THE REV. J. K RYLANCE. 


Will Charges of Heresy Be Preferred 
Against Him!—What He Says. 

A movement is reported on foot which may 
result in the presentment of charges of heresy 
against the Rev. Joseph H. Rylance, of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church. Dr. Rylance, it is 
said, is accused of supporting the Rev, Heber 
Newton in his alleged heretical views; but if 
charges are preferred against him they will be 
based upon an article which appeared in the 
January number of the North American Review 
on Theological Readjustments.’’ The paper 
was written by Dr. Rylance at the request of 
the editor of the Review. 

It is said that Dr. Rylance’s brothers in the 
chureh pronounced the paper heretical, but 
hesitate about making it a basis for the pre- 
sentation of charges, as such a step would give 


Mr. Newton too strong an auxiliary. 

The Observer, of which the Rey. S. Irenzus 
Prime is editor, took the subject in hand and 
severely criticised Dr. Rylance. In the course 
of its remarks the Observer says: 

The Rev. J. H. Rylance, rector of St. Mark's 
Protestant Episcopal Church, proposes strong 
measures to distinguish the “enlightened culti- 
vatea few from “the uninformed multitade,”’ 
whostill hold fast to the old faith. Dr. Rylance is 
one of the few who have come to believe that 
the Bible is made up of truth and error, traditions, 
poetical delineations, and fanciful meanings and 
applications.

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ST. VALENTINE’S DAY. 


Some Points Relating to Its Origin in 
Which the Curious May Be 
Interested. 


In spite of biting winds, slushy streets, and 
intolerably slippery pavements, there will be 
many a young heart rejoicing this morning 
when the postman has delivered his unusual 
burden of correspondence, for is not this St. 
Valentine’s Day, one of the dearest in all the 
days of the year to those to whom age or sor 
row has not yet made impossible the sweet en- 
thusiasm experienced: by all whose “ fancies 
lightly turn to thoughts of love”? Whois this 
good saint, so unlike all the other saints in the 
calendar, who takes such an interest in the ini- 
tiatory stages of love-making? Who is this ami- 
able benefactor whose rites have enabled many 
a young man and maiden who dared not tell 
their love, and were inclined to “let con- 
cealment, like a worm 1 the bud, feed 
on their damask cheek,” to secretly gratify 
and relieve their feelings by the dispatch of an 
anonymous dainty message to the object of 
their admiration? Little authentic is known 
about him. That there was a saint named Val- 
entine is a matter of history, but there is no 
proof extant that he ever took a greater inter- 
est in bringing the sexes together than any 
other saintin the calendar. Even to the eru- 
dite and genial “ Elia,” St. Valentine was more 
or less of a mystery, although Lamb showed 
that he felt his influence by writing one of the 
most charming essays on the observance of the 
14th of February that ever was penned. “ Hail 
to thy returning festival, old Bishop Valen- 
tine!“ exclaims the gentle bumorist. “Great 
is thy name in the Rubric, thou venerable arch- 
Immortal

ed with thousands and tens of thousands of 
little loves, and the air is brushed with the hiss 
of rustling wings.“ In attempting to solve the 
mystery of the Bishop’s direct concern with 
the pretty customs that are now associated 
with his day,“ doubtless Charles Lamb struck 
the explanation when he suspected that he was 
but a name symbolical of the ‘ restless princi- 
ple which impels poor humans to seek perfeo- 
tion in union.“ 
THE MARTYRED PATRON OF VALENTINES. 

The history of the church records the life of 
many martyred saints, and among them St. 
Valentine occupies no undistinguished place. 
Early in the third century, when Christianity 
was but young, Valentine was a priest in Rome, 
who labored hard, according to his lights, for 
the regeneration of his species. But the idola- 
tors and barbarians of those times were not 
tolerant of freedom of thought or speech, and 
adopted a very summary way of silencing 
Valentine forever. About 270 A. 
seized him, 
clubs, and 


His followers gathe 
which, legend affirms to this dey, are preserved 
near 
the gate which used to be called the Porta 
Valentini, but is now known as the Porta del 
Popolo. If, however, the ever-varying notions 
of mankind have obliterated St. Valentine's 
name from the picturesque old Roman gate, 
those who love him may console themselves 
with the thought that so long as there is a 14th 
of February and there are young folks in ex- 
istence the Bishop's name wil “smell sweet 
and blossom in the dust.” As St. Christopher 
is to the innocents who look out with simple 
anxiety for the gifts of Santa Claus, so is St. 
Valentine to those of an older growth, whose 
hearts have commenced to flutter to the music 
of the tender feelings. Both are dear old 
venerable saints in their way. Today at all 
events there are millions of youths who would 
resent any imputations against St. Valentine 
as *‘ blasphemy and flat burglary.“ 

Though most people would be willing to ac- 
cept without question the belief that in some 
way St. Vaientine was responsible for the 
customs which are now associated with the 
14th of February, there are folks so con- 
stituted that they have no respect for mere 
traditions, however lovable they may be. Of 
these are the antiquarians—cold, matter-of- 
fact, albeit useful, beings, who exist upon old 
stones and musty archives, and feel as littie 
compunction at annihilating a popular belief as 
the surgeon does who poises the scalpel to dis- 
sect his victim. These gentlemen have dis- 
covered that Bishop Valentine owes merely to 
an accident the circumstance of having his 
name associated with the customs of today. 


They contend that these customs are really of 


Pagan origin, and that so far from approving 
of them Bishop Valentine would probably have 
denounced them as mere vanities of the flesh. 
During the Roman festival of the Lupercalia, 
which extended throughout February, a part 
of the ceremonies was for vases to be 
brought into a public place 
by young men and women. 
names of the girls were thrown into one urn; 
those of the young men into another. Then 
each girl advanced to the men’s vase and pulled 
forth a name; each young man pulled a name 
from tne girls’ vase; and then those who were 
mated attached themselves to each other during 
the festival, and were in the dances crowned 
with flowers by theirfriends. This practice, ery 
the antiquaries, was the origin of St. Valen- 
tine’s-Day customs. When Christianity spread 
in Rome, the priests tried in vain to abolish a 
practice which they considered licentious, and 
80, to please the people and at the same time 
make a compromise with their religious con- 
vietions, they kept up the public exhibition of 
the vases, but cast in the names of saints in- 
stead of those of young men and women. A8 
Bishop Valentine was martyred in February— 
supposed to be the 14th—the festival gradually 
became known by his name, as itis, or at all 
events its substitute, to this day. If these 
things are true, Bishop Valentine might 
have been a sour old prelate, more 
inclined to frown with austerity upon the hap- 
piness of young people than to invent schemes 
forincreasing it. But we would rather not be- 
lieve this; we a because it is pleasanter 
and can do no harm to anybody, to repose our 
faith in Saint Valentine being a jolly old pre- 
late brimming over with the milk of human 
kindness towards all his species, and especially 
towards the young folks. 
VALENTINES IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 
Scattered throughout the pages of the old- 
fashioned English writers there are numerous 
references to St. Valentine’s-Day, which show 
that the observance of the l4th of February 
has undergone changes like all the earth. 
Misson, a traveler who lived in the early 
of last century, says: On the eve of St. 
Valentine’s-Day the young folks in England 
and Scotland celebrate a little festival. An 
equal number of maids and bachelors get to- 
gether. Each writes their name (either true 
or feigned) upon separate billets, which they 
roll up and draw by way of lots, the maids 
taking the men’s billets and the men the maids’; 


so that each of the young men lights 
upon a girl he calls his Valentine, 
each of the upon a

young man whom she calls hers. The Valen- 
tines give balls and treats to their mistresses, 
wear their billets several days upon their 
bosoms or sleeves; and this li sport often 
ends in love.“ No doubt, no doubt Mr. Misson.

FLOOD-FACTOBIES. 


The Cause of Our Yearly Deluge—A Les- 
‘son from the History of the 
Old World. 


Our Winter Floods—Torrents in Southern Eu- 
rope—Inundations in France—Felix 


Cincinnati Enquirer: If Arizona with its bar- 
ren sand-hills and thirsty gulches could be 
transported to the banks of the Ohio and su- 
persede our gardens and orchards, it would 
give us an idea of the metamorphosis which 
Italy, Greece, and Spain have suffered in the 
course of the last twenty centuries. 
Over thousands and thousands of square 
miles of vegetation has entirely disappeared. 
Not only the forests, not only the 
herbs and vegetables, but the vegetable mold 
itself has been washed away, and the naked 
rocks protrude through the sandy slopes of the 
mountains. Meadows and gardens have be- 
come sterile ravines, rivers have shrunk to 
wretched rills, the great upland lakes, once 
surrounded with the verdure of luxuriant 
parts, have become dead seas, bordered by 
sand-hills and sun-parched rocks. Winter floods 
have stripped the land of its soil and deposited 
their diluvium on the sea-coast, where 
the ancient ‘shorelines have been ob- 
literated by the accumulation of litoral 
marches. From Greece to Gibraltar the para- 
dise of the Mediterranean 1s thus washing away 
in a hopeless decline. “A territory,” says 
Prof. Marsh, the abundance of which main- 
tained in bygone centuries a population scarce- 
ly inferior to that of the whole Christian world 
at the present day, has been entirely withdrawn 
from human use, and reduced to a desolation 
almost as complete as that ofthe moon. 
And another era of equal improvidence would 
reduce our earth to such a condition of im- 
poverished productiveness, of shattered sur- 
face and climate excess, as to threaten the dep- 
ravation, barbaris and perhaps even the ex- 
tinction of the hum&n species. 

AMERICAN ANALOGIES. 

And all this havoc is due to causes set in 
action by man, to errors which America not 
only re but repeats on a scale which the 
Old World has never witnessed. In Europe the 
progress of agricuiture cleared the woods ‘by 
acre after acre. Our lumber trade, our ever- 
multiplying railroads, devour the forests by 
hundreds of square miles. In two centuries 
we have done what our European ancestors 
did in the course of 2.000 years. We have 
driven the forests from the plains and pur- 
sued its remnants into the valleys of the 
mountain ranges. Cotton can stand a good 
deal of dry weather, wine-gardens can eke 
out a living on three rains per sum- 
mer, and the increasing 1 y of sum- 
mer drouths must reach af African de- 
gree before our countrymen will recognize 
the goal of the road they continue to pursue. 
But in one respect, at least, the folly of tree 
destruction has been brought home to them by 


a very impressive argument. The enon

3 THE CAUSE OF WINTER FLOODS. , 

In Italy, in Spain, in Southern France, the 
cause of that curse of the rainy season has 
been ascertained with absolute certainty, and 
can be illustrated bya simple experiment. 
Cover a table with a thick stratum of spongy 
moss and pour on a gallon of water. The 
water will ooze through and trickle down the

‘same difference of result a rain-shower acts on 
au wooded and a treeless country. The forest, 
with its network of moss and roots, adsorbs 
nine-tenths of the moisture, and yields it only 
slowly in brooks and perennial springs. A 
naked hill permits it to pour down in rapid 
deluge, brooks swell to torrente and rivers to 
seas; but in the summertime those same rivers 
shrink to shallow creeks, their headwaters in 
the treeless mountains have run dry.

—The accounts from Cincinnati and other cities 
in the Valley of the Ohio and of the floods are 
awful to contemplate. As when a man is 
drowning the first duty of humanity is to save 
his life, without a moment’s thought of how he 
got there, so the duty of the whole country is 
to suceor at once the suffering people in that 
valley without one thought of how ail that de- 
struction of life and property might have been 
avoided. Congress did well to send $300,000 for 
the relief of the starving and the homeless; 
the generous American people will doubtless 
supplement this gift by millions more. 

But while this calamity is before us im all its 
horrors, is it not wise to cast about for the 
cause which has uced it and for the means 
by which the aestruction caused by such tre- 
mendous floods may in the future be avoided? 


settlement the country 
all our rivers, great and small, will continue to 
rise higher during the Seasons of floods and 
sink lower generally during the summer 
months than in the early days. Before a seo- 
tion of country is settled the winter snows and 
spring rains are up by the old trees 
and other rubbish in the sloughs and swamps, 
and, gradually leaking out during the summer 
months, keep the rivers that drain them, if 
sufficiently large, in a navigable condition dur- 
ing the summer months. These lands when 
drained are rien and produce the finest pastur- 
age and crops, and when the settlers come, 
though at first locating on the higher lands, 
they soon drain these reservoirs, getting rid of 


their surplus water as soon as possible. Hence |

the ocean. All this is well illustrated by facts 
known to old citizens. In the early settlement 
of the State steamboat navigation on the IIli- 
nois River could generaily be kept up almost 
all the year round. Now the Kankakee and 
other swamps and the sloughs all over the State 
have been extensively drained, and an ex- 
pensive system of dams and locks is essential 
to keep the river in navigable condition. The 
fact suggests the obvious principle that, while 
the cultivation of a country causes the rivers 
to rise nigher during the season of floods, they 
sink lower in a corresponding ratio during the 
dry months. These principles apply with equal 
force to the Ohio, the Mississippi, the Missouri, 
and all the other rivers of the continent. To 
what hight the Lower Mississippi will rise when 
all the vast country between the Alleghen 
and the Rocky Mountains becomes settled wi 

a hundred and even two hundred millions of 
people, and they all at once pour their vast 
floods upon the country below Cairo, it is fear- 
ful to contemplate. worth will then 
be all the levees man can to hold 
back the raging waters. 

From the dangers of such floods as are now 
rushing down the Ohio there is but one safe 
way to provide. The le must remove their 
homes, their towns cities, higher up on the 
sides of the hills, where vey ff can alone 
be secured. If the river fronts the sake of

THE MARTYRED PATRON OF VALENTINES. | 
The history of the church records the life of 
many martyred saints, and among them St. 
Valentine occupies no undistinguished place. 
Early in the third century, when Christianity 
was but young, Valentine was a priest in Rome, 
who labored hard, according to his lights, for 
the regeneration of his species. But the idola- 
tors and barbarians of those times were not 
tolerant of freedom of thought or

the gate which used to be called the Porta 
Valentini, but is now known as the Porta del 
Popolo. If, however, the ever-varying notions 
of mankind have obliterated St. Valentine's 
name from the picturesque old Roman gate, 
those who love him may console themselves 
with the thought that so long as there is a l4th 
of February and there are young folks in ex- 
istence the Bishop's name will “smell sweet 
and blossom in the dust.” As St. Christopher 
is to the innocents who look out with simple 
anxiety for the gifts of Santa Claus, so is St. 
Valentine to those of an older growth, whose 
hearts have commenced to flutter to the music 
of the tender feelings. Both are dear old 
venerable saints in their way. Today at all 
events there are millions of youths who would 
resent any imputations against St. Valentine 
as ** blasphemy and flat burglary.“ 

Though most people would be willing to ac- 
cept without question the belief that in some 
way St. Vaientine was responsible for the 
customs which are now associated with the 
14th of February, there are folks so con- 
stituted that they have no respect for mere 
traditions, however lovable they may be. Of 
these are the antiquarians—cold, matter-of- 
fact, albeit useful, beings, who exist upon old 
stones and musty archives, and feel as littie 
compunction at annihilating a popular belief as 
the surgeon does who poises the scalpel to dis- 
sect his victim. These gentlemen have dis- 
covered that Bishop Valentine owes merely to 
an the circumstance of having his 
name associated with the customs of today. 
They contend that these customs are really of 
Pagan origin, and that so far from approving 
of them Bishop Valentine would probably have 
denounced them as mere vanities of the flesh. 
During the Roman festival of the Lupercalia, 
which extended throughout February, a part 
ceremonies was for vases to be 
surrounded 
by yo and women. The 
names of the girls were thrown into one urn; 
those of the young men into another. ‘Then 
each girl advanced to the men’s vase and pulled 
forth a name; each young man pulled a name 
from tne girls’ vase; and then those who were 
mated attached themselves to each other during 
the festival, and were in the dances crowned 
with flowers by their friends. This practice, cry 
the antiquaries, was the origin of St. Valen- 
tine’s-Day customs. When Christianity spread 
in Rome, the priests tried in vain to abolish a

The imports of merchandise at that port 
last month footed up $37,546,878, a total exceeded 
in only three Januaries in the history of New 
York’s commerce. The stock in bond bas not in- 
creased, and the goods have therefore gone into 
consumption. For the seven months of the fiscal 
year the total entered for consumption was $128,- 
999,306, against $146,883,649 in the corresponding 
period of 1883 and $142,307,921 in 1882. The quanti- 
ties withdrawn from warehouse were $65,230,028, 
969,035,489, and $56,993,579 in January, 1884, 1883, 
and 1882 respectively. The exports from New 
York in January were $78,790,867, against 528.886. 
949 in the corresponding month of 1883 and $27,843, - 


The tendency of banking in the United Kingdom 
is in the direction of the enlargement of existing 
institutions rather than the creation of new ones. 
The numder of private banks is decreasing year by 
year, about the only point of increase being Lon- 
don. Last year the capital of the banks increased 
about £2,500,000 and the total addition in the last 
eight years has been something like £11,000,000. 
Banks are thought to be plenty enough in England 
and Wales, but there is complaint that there are 
not enough of them in Ireland and Scotland. 

The borrowings of the British colonies last year 
were the largest ever known, footing up £38,000,000, 
of which £23,367,000 were Government loans. The 
Australian Governments were the heaviest borrow- 
ers, their loans amounting to £17,500,000, and rail-

A Settlement Asked from a Partner. 

A bill was fled yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by Isabelle Atkinson, administratrix of the estate 
of James W. Atkinson, against J. Clemsen McFar-

In April, 1883, 
Atkinson was obliged to go to Furope for his 
health, and from that time until the dissolution of 
the arm, the first of January last, he was able to 
sive littie attention to the business. MoFarjand, it

o. on an old indebtedness and is insolvent, but 
be is still running the business, taking new con- 
acts, and using the firm assets.

THE CATTLE BILL. 


H. Sanders Comes to Its Defense 


Against the Attacks of the Stock- 
Yards Men. 


J. 


The Cattle-Raisers Got It Up—Why It Should 
Pass and the Removal of British Re- 
_ strictions Be Secured. 


There were a good many assertions in those 
interviews with the Stock-Yards men that 
ought to be corrected,” said Mr. J. H. Sanders, 
editor of the Breeders’ Gacetie, to a Trisuns 
reporter yesterday. I am satisfied that the 
men who are raising so much opposition to the 
bill which has been introduced and is now 
pending in Congress have never studied its 
provisions carefully; many of them, I know, 
have never read the bill. No intelligent man 
can read it and sign a protest upon the ground 
the Stock-Yards men based theirs on. That 


protest rests on the idea that the bill assumes 


that pleuro-pneumonia exists in the Western 
States, which is all wrong. The memorial upon 
which the bill was based recited in positive 
terms that there was no pleuro-pneumonia 
west of the Allegheny Mountains, and never 
had been; and the object of the bill is to pre- 
vent its spread and to stamp it out where 
it does exist—in a few localities along 
the seaboard. And no intelligent 
man can study the provisions of 
the bill and point out a single feature tat in- 
terferes with the freedom of the cattle traffic 
in any States not infected with pieuro-pneu- 
monia. Its operations, so far as interference 
with transportation is concerued, are confined 
exclusively to the States where contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia exists. The stockmen may 
apprehend that some of the features of the bill 
which refer to what the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may do might be 80 construed as to war- 
rant him in interfering with transportation to 
an extent greater than at present, but the bill 
was submitted to Judge French, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who said every provision 
in it which referred to the Secretary was use- 
less, because he already had all those powers 
under general laws now in force, and could en- 
force them whenever he saw fit. 
HOW THE BILL ORIGINATED. 


he bill is not exactly my choice. There are 


a good many features in it not just as I would 
like to have them. But I had nothing to do 
with the framing of it. It was predicated upon 
what is known as the Hatch bill, which passed 
the House at the last session without much op- 
position by an almost unanimous vote. A large 
convention of the cattle-raisers of all the West- 
ern States and Territories was held in this city 
in November last, during the Fat-Stock Show, 
and owners—not brokers and commission-men 
were present who had at least 850.000, 000 in- 
vested in cattle. This convention appointed a 
committee to go to Washington to memorialize 
Congress upon the subject, and to prepare a 
bill for the purpose of stamping out pleuro- 
pneumonia and preventing its spread, and 
to urge the passage of such a measure, 
Among the members of that com- 
mittee who went to Washington and staid 
there for a week or so, and gave their hearty 
attention to the work of preparing the bill, and 
who appeared before the committees of both 
branches of Congress, were Judge Cary, the 
President of the Wyoming Stock-Growers’ As- 
sociation, which represents an actual capital of 
over $10,000,000 invested in the cattle business; 
Mr. Wilson, of Colorado, who is one of the 
largest cattle-owners in that State; J. B. Grin- 
nell, of Iowa, who was formerly a member of 
Congress, and has been prominently identified 
with the agricultural interests of the West for 
years, d is now largely interested in cattle 
ranches in Montana; the Hon. J.D. Smith, of 
this State, who is one of the very largest farm- 
ers in Sangamon County; and Gen. U. M. Cur- 
tis, ot New York, who was for years President 
of the New York State Board of Agriculture, 
and is prominently known in business 
and political circles everywhere. These

urged its passage. that, 
the cattle-brokers of this city had attended the 
meeting in November, and appointed a member 
of the committee, as they were asked to do, 
they themselves would have given their assent 
and their hearty support to this bill, or to one 
embodying substantially the same provisions.

It 
was not a convention of brokers and commis- 
sion-men, but of cattle-raisers—men whose in- 
terests are bound up in the live-stock business 
breeders, graziers, and feeders. 
PLEURO-PNEUMONIA IN THE UNITED STATES. 

“There has been a good deal of loose talk 
about the work of the Treasury Cattle Commis- 
sion, and somebody reported in the inter- 
views as saying that tagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia was never heard of in this — until, 
the Treasury Commission was appointed. 
As a matter of t the Department of Agri- 
culture had, four or five years previously, is- 
sued a colored map showing the districts along 
the Atlantic seaboard where contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia was known to exist, and nearly 
three years prior to the time the commission 
was appointed the British restrictions upon 
our export cattie trade were in force 
on account of the presence of the disease 
in this country. These men at the Stock-Yards 
ought to inform themselves a little more 
thoroughly on the subject before they assume 
to set themselves up as teachers and to criti- 
cise in an unfair and ungentlemanly manner 
the action of those who have given the matter 
some attention and know something about it. 
I am satisfied that their action is due more to 
the lack of knowledge of the real facts in the 
ease than to anything else. 

WHILE THE DISEASE LASTS THE RESTRICTIONS 
WILL REMAIN. 

“The bill is pressed upon the present Con- 
gress not so much on account of the imminence 
ot the danger of infection to our Western herds 
as from the fact that, as long as a vestige of 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia remains in any 
part of this country, the British restrictions 
will not be removed. That may be regard- 
ed as an absolute certainty. Nothing short 
of the absolute stamping-out of the 
root and branch, from the limited areas where 
it now exists, will cause the renewal of these 
restrictions, which, however, do not affect the 
eattle brokers and shippers materially. They 


get about so much per head on each bullock 


exported. The men who suffer on account of 
the restrictions are those who raise the cattle 
and sell them through the brokers and shippers. 
A bullock shipped from the United States 
brings just about $15 less on an average in 
Liverpool than the same bullock would if 
shipped from Canada, solely on account of the 
British regulation requiring a compulsory 
slaughter of cattle shipped from the United 
States within ten days after landing at the port of 
debarkation, no matter what the condition of 


the cattle or the state of the market be. 
Canudian cattle arriving are taken in and 
may be fed and kept for an un- 
limited length of time anywhere in 


Great Britain, until the market justifies their 
slaughter or their condition enables them to 
be sold to the best advantage. These restric-

The Commissioners were 
also instructed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to investigate the charges made by the 
British Government last year that foot-and- 
mouth disease existed in this Country. 
reported to the department that no such dis- 
ease existed anywhere in this country, and 
have done all they could to keep down needless 
alarm and to confine the discussion of the 
question to the exact facts in the case as they 
are known to exist. They have no power to 
do anything, except simply to advise the Treas- 
ury Department and to give it information

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 10.— [New York Times.}— 


The principal agricultural.advocates of a pro- 


tective tariff in Georgia are the rice-planters. 
Col. John Screven is a leading advocate of pro- 
tection for this interest, claiming that the free 
importation of foreign rice would ruin the mar- 
ket for the home product. Capt. John McMa- 
hon, of Savannah, who has had an experience 
of thirty years in business in that city, speak- 
ing to the Times’ correspondent, makes a 
strong case against such aclaim for protection. 
He points out that before the War the price 
was from three to four cents per pound. Then 
planters suffered trom all the extravagance of 
the slavery system, were burdened with the

resources became the weaithiest planters in the 
world.
